By the Ship Cornelia, Capt. Prince, arrived 
on Sunday last J at Portland, in 30 days 
from Liver-pooly London papers to the 
2<)th April, SEVENtEEif days the latest, 
bave been received, Tbeir bi^b contents 
folloxv . 


The LONDON GAZETTE, of April 27. 
H E Gazette contains details from the 
Vienna Gazette of the 10th inft. of 
the defperate engagement between 
the Archduke and Gen. Jourdan, a: Stock- 
ach, on the 25th ult. 


The narrative relates a continuance, dur- 
ing feven hours, of the alternate fuccelTes 
and a£live valour of each army, and the 
ultimate fucceffes of the Auftrians, as pro- 
ceeding not more from unceaüng exertion 
than from the ability with which not only 
the Archduke, but all the officers under him 
profited, by every means that occurred, 
during the long continuance of the fight. 


His Royal Highnefs fpeaks in the moft 
amiable terms of the gallantry of the Prin- 
ces de Furftenburgh, of Anhalt, Bernberg, 
who died in the field of battle, as well as 
of the Prince of Anhalt Cothen, who per- 
ceiving that his cavalry could not a<il, ioli- 
cited t» be allowed on foot, led a divilion 
to the attack ; of the Prince of Furtenberg, 
who feeing a favourable opportunity, at- 
tacked without waiting for orders ; and in 
f a d , of all the oiTicers and troops. 


In 
ITALY. 
This Gazette alfo details, from the fame 
high authority, the particulars of the battle 
of Legnago and Verona on the 26th March, 
the details of which have biîcn already given 
in official bulletins. 
General Kray, who 
commanded in Chief the Auftrian army, 
beftows the higheft encomiums on Generali 
Frölich and Laiternran, Marc^uis Chateller, 
Colonels Rudt, Abfaltern, Someriva, Skal 
and Zach ; Lieut. Col. Mecantin and Kor- 
her, the firft of whom was killed and t le 
latter wounded.—The French admit th y 
loft in this ailiou 
2000 
men, 
amonod 
whom were Generals Vii';nolles killed, and 
Delmas wounded. 
'J'hc Auftrians 
took 
8 picces of cannon, 3 howitzers, 32 am- 
munition waggons, and 1100 prifoners.— 
The battle of Verona bejjan by the French, 
early in the morning of the 26'Ji, whofe 
obje^ft was to take that city by furprilc, 
for the purpole of conipenfating- the army, 
" which, as they had already fLiblifted 15 
days without pay, they fhouhi be indemni- 
fied with two hours pillage of the city."— 
The French carried, 
were twice 
beaten 
from, and again took, and during the day 
kept the poft of St. Lucia ; they likev/ii'c 
feven times took, and were beaten from, St. 
Maffimo. 
The battle laited with unprece- 
dented obillnacy, fur iB hours. 
General 
Keirn, who relate'^ ])rodigies of valour, ol 
his officers and men, was carried wounded 
off the field. The Auftrian lois coniifted of 
II ofiicers, and 900 men killed—42 offi- 
cers, and 2675 men vrounded. The French 
of St. Lucia took 1000 men, but during 
the adlion loft from 8 to 10,000. 


I'he fécond battle of Verona, fought on 
the 3Gth March, was occaliontd by 15,000 
French attempting to furprize that city ; 
when the Auilrians, by alkilt'ul and gallant 
movement, deftroying a bridge, the enemy 
loft loco men, together with i i 12 priiV-n- 
ers. 
On the 2d inft. the Auftrians took 
29 officers and 8co privates priff;ncrs, at 
Villa Franca, with two pieces of cannon, 
and threw fome ihells into Fcfchiera ; and 
having taken one armed veilcl,and deftroy- 
ed another, tlie French funk the reft, and 
took their crews 10 Ferraro« 


Field-Marihal 
Bellegarde, write:; from 
Schludern?:, Aj)ril 5, that aftt r an obilinatc 
rciiftance from the French, near Tauffcrs, 
Munfter, £cr. he had driven them paft Cy- 
ernez, with the lofs of three pieces of can- 
non 
300 prifoners, befidcs a conlider- 
ahle number killrd and wounded ; the Au- 
ftrians have like wife materially fuffered. 


From the report of Field-Marihall Lieut. 
Kray, of tlie 4th inft. it appears, that the 
advanced guard of General Count Hoi en- 
zollcn, had taken more than 500 pjilonrrs; 
and General (^ount Klenau ftates, that be- 
ing defirous of attacking with one company 
two gun-boats which were in the river Pc 
D'Ariano, and having paiTed the river for 
that purpofe, the inhabitants of tlic illaiid 


Ariona, had fliewn great fatisfadion, hai 
taken up arms, had feixed upon the boats, 
and made 60 Frenchmen pnfoners. 
On 
the 2d. the enemy attempted to reconnoitre 
from Oftigilia to Merlava, were ftopped by 
the armed pealantry, and forced to retire.

The Field Marihall Lieut. Kray, 
has 
fent tis?. following account :—The enemy 
after the check fuftained on the 30th ult, 
near Verona, had defcended the Adige, and 
taken poiteffion of that river and the Tar- 
taro, from whence they threatened to re- 
pafs the Adige. 
But Field Marflial Kray, 
under/landing that they hnd been unable to 
rally all their forces, he took the refolution 
of attacking then', immediately. 
T h e ene- 
my's head-cjuarters were at liohi dellaScala, 
one camp near Magnan, oppofue to our ar- 
my under Verona, and a fecond near Lcc- 
ca, on the rivulet Manego, oppoUte to Leg- 
nano, and to penetrate, it" poilible,as far ai 
Ifola della Scala. 
He atcordinglv 
drew 
near the enemy on the 5th inft. and at ten 
in the morning attacked them wiih 3 co- 
lumns fnpported by a fourth. 
The aiil:l()n 
foon became general—the eneniy nr<ide a 
nu)ft obllniatc reftftAuce. 
The ground was 
long difputed, but the firmnefs and bravery 
of the Imperial troops obtained,the vidory. 
The enemy were routed on all fides, and 
driven from th.ir camp at Magnan. 
Night 
coming on, put an end to the combat. 


During the night, the Imperial troops 
formed a line by Lrccedrc Cailelu'Azano, 
Hatta Freda, and Valefe, to watch the 
motions of the enemy, after this iccond 
defeat. 
At the departure of the courier 
we had already taken 1 i pieces of cannon, 
30 ammunition waggons, 7 ftandardi, nncl 
above 2000 prifoners. 
Our lofs in killed 
and wounded is eftimated, by 
Field-Mar- 
liall Lieut. Kray, at 2000 men—that of 
the enemy mnft be far more confxderable, 
as his Majefty'ä troop* performed prodigies 
of valour. 


V I E N N A , April 13- 
According to two accounts of the 
t^h 
and 7th inft. fi om the Archduke Charleys, it 
appears that the enemy who were pofted at 
c'reudenftadt, Homberg and Neuftint mov- 
ed and attacked a part of his royal liigh- 
ncfs's army with great force at Alpieribach, 
Fricburg and Turwangen, and at the fame 
time ordered their advanced pods to march 
towards Sulz on the Necker, wfs-ere there 
was a fmall Auftrian corps. The Archduke
